A petition has been Bled in the Quarter 


Session* office here by residents of Ohal- 
font asKlng to hare that town incorporated 
as a borough.

Brobable that t*ey will teem 


Duty end Inflnene* of Sehool Dlreetor*. 


At the recent meeting ot the State As- 


sociation of School Directors, held inflar- 
risbnrg, one.of the subjects of interesting 
discussion was the "Relation of the School 
Board to Public Sentiment" 
John K. 


Wildman, president of the Bristol School 
Board, read a paper, more particularly 
dealing with the "Duty and Influence of 
Directors.'" His remarks were very fav- 
orably and enthusiastically received and 
are herewith copied from the Pennsylvania 
School Journal: 


In discussing this suggestive .subject it 


seems rational to consult the voice of ex- 
perience. This is usually a safe guide, at 
well as a wise Instructor. 
We may have 


theories concerning the topic* that engage 
our attention, but these are often refuted 
by the etern logic of practice. 
We may 


cherish and proclaim beautiful views .that 
seem clear and sensible to our own minds, 
but they will notalways bear the searching 
test of experience. This, it haf been said, 
"opens wisdom's way.'? 


School boards differ in pmny essential 


respects. They differ in aims and purposes 
as well as in quality.' They reveal differ- 
ences in thought, In opinion, in judg- 
ment, and in general Intelligence, aa well 
as in methods of action, 
They are not 


equally ambitious to promote the highest 
good of the school or the true welfare of 
the community. 
They are not always 


dignified by the presence of wise men eith- 
er of the east or the west. They very of- 
ten prove-that they are exceedingly hu- 
man, and in some localltee, which are al- 
ways remote from our town, they almost 
invite the suggestion that some of the in- 
dividual members may be slightly out of 
place, ^hese, like the unerring tides, are 
not supposed to rise above their natural 
level. They were not born to fling away 
ambition, for they were never so fortunate 
ae to have any to fling; Can such men 
sway a community and charge it with the 
animating force of public spirit, or inspire 
it with ascending, ideas? 
Even these, 


however, may be made to see the right 
and to serve as auxiliary aids in good 


On the other band there are many school 


boards, and let ns indulgently hope that 
they represent the majority, that rise to 
the-highest recognition of .their import- 
ant duties, actuated by progressive senti- 
ments, and always keeping in view the 
prosperity of the schcol and the advantage 
o? the pupil. They attract the eyes of the 
community by pursuing a course of action 
which shows that the welfare of the school 
and all that It implies isthelr first consid- 
eration; and they will not fail to command 
the approval of their constituents, unless 
these are BO lacking in appreciation and 
intelligence as" to be Incapable of valuing 
enterprising worth. 
Such school boards 


are fat more likely to lead public senti- 
ment than to be led by It. Witn tact and 
discretion, with moderation and fine judg- 
ment, they may uneonsokmsly create and 
nourish the popular will that supports 
them. 
We are told to "beware when the great 


God lets loose a thinker on this planet." 
Beware when a school district bestows 
upon a thinker the credentials of a school 
director. He will either so make his mark 
ae to win commendation and insure his in- 
definite retention in the service, or else he 
will attract the arrows of adverse criticism 
as though he were a living lodestone, and 
in the fulness of time be will rejoice in re- 
turning to peaceful retirement, where he 
can do no more good orno_more harm, and 
where he can leisurely meditate upon the 
strange proclivtieftOf human nature. 
All 


depends on the character of the commu- 


Oommunitles differ as "well as school 


boards. They are not all oast in the same 
monld. They do not all revel in the lap 
of profound intelligence, or disclose an 
affection for novel changes. 
They do not 


all show an attachment, to that public 
spirit-which thrives on innovation, or de- 
clare their love for the genius of progress. 
The thinking and the acting director may 
not find that the fair blossom of gratitude 
flourishes among hie people, or that they 
are warmed and enlivened by the light of 
apppreclation. -He must of ten look into 
the secret recesses of his soul for commen- 
dation of his worthy, strivings. 


Somehow, somewhere, is not the faith- 


ful performance of duty sure to be recog- 
nized? Is not good and noble service In 
behalf of the public generally appreciated? 
Do not high endeavors anAearnest actions, 
though sometimes by slow degrees, exert 
a lively influence upon public sentiment? 
It seems natural to believe that all intelli- 
gent communities regard with admiration 
and even with gladness thoee school boards 
which are guided by lofty aims and pro- 
gressive methods) and BO far from either 
leading or being led, they recognize a 
mutual tie, and the function of encourage- 
ment is reciprocal. Where- there is no 
clashing, no discord, but cooperation and 
agreement Instead, there need be no hin- 
drance to an upward tendency in the ad- 
ministration of school affairs. 


Communities are not all unreasonable. 


They have intelligence enough to know and 
to prize the good and the right. They are 
not all ungrateful; they are not all void of 
appreciation. Experience teaches me this. 
Let ns be thankful for those communities 
that take a continuous interest in our pub- 
lie schools; that give their friendly recog- 
nition to all efforts that are made to raise 
their standard and increase their worth; 
that ungrudgingly give their sanction and 
their praise to those boards of direction 
which are zealous for their improvement; 
that harbor no low mercenary feelings, 
such as too often check the willing bands 
raised to advance them to a higher tetel 
through progressive methods, and that 
wisely discern the potential fact that these 
schools were not only established to en- 
ligthen the youthful mind and develop the 
youthful character, but likewise to edu- 
cate a nw community. _ In a broad and 
comprehensive sense, IB not every genera- 
tion an Improvement upon that which has 
preceded it in the grand tramp of human- 
ity? And is not this due, in an especial 
degree with us, to the growth of educa- 
tional facilities as illustrated in that glory 
of the land which we call the public 
school? The better the school the better 
will b* that future community which is 
beaming today with the hopes and joys of 
young life in the busy school room. There 
u is In it» preparatory rtate, engaged la 
the serious wprk of training for the respon- 
sibilities of aetuo life? getting .ready T» 
Wend witti that older community which it 
is destined to. Bupplant. Are we not justl- 


es, and lingers affectionately with the 
memories of the granHf atuers? 
Such ex- 


amples, let us hope, are rare.on the three- 
hold of the new century. But we all know 
how hard it Is for some people, though 
highly worthy of respect, to break the 
bonds of limitation, and renounce their 
allegiance to the frigid idol* that slim- 
mer in the twilight ot tradition. 


There may be wisdom, or there may bo 


a mixture of folly in the prodeas of lead- 
ing. It should be as though1 it were not. 
Rashness is to be avoided. 
Tact should 


not be banished from the account.. Mod- 
eration should be observed. Efforts that 
partake of an arbitrary nature might sim- 
ply repel. There ia wisdom in seeking 
the favor of the influential^ people in the 
community, and In commanding their aux- 
iliary aid in aims at progress and improve- 
ment. Their Influence would sway a mul- 


En- 


titude. Attempts to accomplish important 
changes without consulting the people of 
force and standing in a community, would 
be like letting down empty buckets into 
empty wells, and wasting time in drawing 
them up again. The path of progress and 
reform should not be trodden with hasty 
steps. Often the pace of the tortoise Is 
better than the leaps of the kangaroo. 
Public sentiment is apt to be Impatient 
of dash and rush, which are likely to de- 
feat their object. Even this must have 
time to ripen and to grow, and to be pre- 
pared for leading on to "freeh .woods and 
pastures new." 


This 'convention may fitly be described 


as a school'board of e, larger growth. Are 
we here as leaders of public sentiment, or 
are we its followers? Have we met in the 
spirit of progress and advancement, or are 
we here simply to echo the popular 
thought? Are we to shed new light, or 
are we merely to reflect the old? 
If we 


cannot present and expound new ideas; if 
we shrink 
from expressing advanced 


thoughts and opinions concerning the 
management of our schools; if no wise sug- 
gestions touching fresh lines of action per- 
taining to their welfare escape our lips; 
if our proceedings re&ch a level no higher 
than the margin of prevailing notions, and 
if we have not the courage and determina- 
tion to point a way to new triumphs in the 
contention for better schools, we might be 
justified in asking, why have we assembled 
here? 
' 
-1 have said that stehooi boards and com- 
munities differ. 
We all know that they 


differ widely.' Let ns rejoice that they 
are not all alike—not all partial to prac- 
tices that are a reproach to enterprise— 
not all wedded to ways that are dark end 
tricks that are shabby. 
What kind of a 


school board Is that which has the effront- 
ery to abolish the district tax and substi- 
tute its share of the State appropriation? 
What kind of a community is that which 
tolerates and even sanctions such a pusil- 
lanimous practice as this? .It is the direct 
outcome of servile truckling to a mercenary 
spirit. Such school boards and such .com- 
munities are not led by the light either of 
the ola or the new century; but by some- 
thing kindred to degeneracy. 


Yet even such as these are not wholly 


lost to rightful influences. If no potent 
force dwells with them capable of rousing 
them from their low estate, they must 
surely be conscious that they are fit objects 
of criticism and reproach, and that the 
eyes ot the public rest upon them and si- 
lently admonish.them to act a better part. 
These, as well as all other school boards, 
and all other communities, may be maae 
to realize the salutary forces that are at 
work in the great educational field, and 
through the pressure of a public sentiment 
wider and deeper than that which circu- 
lates about their own aims and efforts, 
whether these be noble or ignoble, they, 
too. may be helped into belter conditions 
through the weight of beneficent influence 
and the power of high example—an exam- 
ple that shall not be a tame reflex of pub- 
lic indifference, but a vital source of in- 
gpiration. •

PURE WATER PROBLEM. 


Editor Gazette: Tbe so-called petition 


to the water company sets forth that the 
charter calls lor "an abundant supply of 
pure water."* There is no such word as 


abundant" in the Act. The word used is

The legal deBnition of the word "pure" 


was given by the court in "Com. vs. To- 
wanda Water Works" several years ago, 
and the water company is furnishing water 
as nearly in accordance with that deci- 
sion as the borough authorities will per- 
mit. 
The other assumptions are fully as 


reckless. The Board of Health is said to 
father it. 
The president of that board 


can sit upon his beautiful lawn, overlook- 
ing the river, and hear tbe splash of gar- 
bage and the dumping of stable refuse 
from the yards along the river -front, but 
the Board takes no action in the matter.. 
If the residents of other portions of the 
town were to cart their garbage to Mul- 
berry street or other wharves and dump it 
overboard this same Board of Health 
would soon decide that it was contrary to 
the provisions of the Act of 1898, and 
would require its abatement.

The petition for purer water should be ad 
dressed—Only couched in more polite lan- 
guage—to the property holders who are 
polluting the water to the detriment of 
their fellow townsmen. The water com- 
pany sent lespectfal protects to Council 
in former years against these sewers, and 
especially against the proposed p'an of 
lushing the cess-pools at the Hadcliffe 
street school by discharging the entire 
contents into the river at one time, but all 
such protests were ignored. Let the Board 
of Heatlh require the removal of these 
sewers, and prohibit the dumping of gar- 
jage and filth from the yards on the river 
'ront, and the problem of purer water will 
96 p-ucb nearer solution. 


Vhe water company cannot use any ap- 


proved system of filtration and furnish an 
Instantaneous supply of not only sufficient 
but abundant water for fire protection as 
they now do. When the works were built, 
in 1875, it was because there was a crying 
need for water for fire purposes.^ Insur- 
ance companies were demanding high 
rates, and canceling many policies in un- 
protected parts of the town, distant from 
the river or canal. 
The turnishinag of 


water for domestic uses was looked upon as 
likely to amount to very little. 
In fact, 


the pumping required up to 1878, both for 
the railroad and the town, was much less 
than 100,000 gallons per aay^ while not 
over 250,000 gallons per day were pumped 
up to 1884. The standpipe was built to 
such height as would furnish sixty pounds 
pressure, enough to reach to the top of 
any building likely to be erected. 
In ad- 


dition, a connection was made by which 
the standpipe could be cut out and one 
hundred pounds pressure furnished. This 
resulted in a material lowering of rates 
by the insurance companies. 
Extensive 


improvements were made in 1887, and 


I the town now has the reputation of basing 
one of the best systems of supply for fire 
protection in the State. 


By availing themselves of it, at a uost to 


themselves of over $10,000 for extension 
of mains along Canal. "Washington and 
Lafayette streets and Jefferson avenue to 
reach their mills, placing fire hydrants 
(likewise at their own expense) and mak- 
ing other connections the Improvement 
Co. and other owners of industrial estab- 
lishments in that section are enabled to 
obtain insurance at extremely favorable 
rates. The supply for the borough street 
fire hydrants is furnished without cost to 
the tax payers and has always proved am- 
ple. 
The lowest price obtained for simi- 


lar facilities from private corporations in 
other towns in the State is stated as $1500 
per annum. 


The amount of water now pumped at 


the works ranges from one million to one 
and one-half million gallons per day.

When lie talked about tlie theater, his lis- 
teners noon became conscious that most 
of the nctors of the present day were en- 
tirely wanting In a derteate appreciation 
of the motive of their parts, and In his in- 
tellectual communion with the Sevlgnes 
and Thi ales of bis circle he was a literary 
Daniel come to judgment. Nevertheless 
he wan * goad dancer and hfe had his 
mustache, so the buds did not shun him. 
He rather prided himself, too, on his 
small tnlk.

To keep piano key* clean and prevent 


the discoloration of the Ivory, dampen * 
piece of muilfn with Alcohol and with It 
rub the key*. The alcohol can do no tort 
of damage to the rrtry, and If It to fre- 
quently applied the keys will stand in 
want of no other treatment; hot. If they 
have Already 1>egn& to turn yellow, then 
try nibbing them with a piece of cotton 
flannel wet in cojogne water. Even old 
and discolored ivory may be rejuvenated, 
no matter what the came of the discol- 
oration nor of how long standing. An 
add, applied repeatedly, will uiraally re- 
store the keys to their original whiteness. 
Cotton flannel cloth*, wet with a saturat- 
ed solution of oxalic acid and water-end 
laid upon the keys, will remove all stains. 
Care should always be taken In the use 
of such a bleacher as this that It does not 
touch anything from which the color t is 
not to lie removed, for it does its work 
with more certainty than discretion. 


This same solution of oxalic acid and 


water is sometimes used in removing 4nk 
spots, especially when the Ink spot is on 
paper, as On the margin of a good book. 
One teuspoonful of the oxalic acid and 
water to make a saturated solution are 
the only needfuls. Dip a finger In -the 
solution aad press it gently Into the ink 
•pot. If this Is done repeatedly and with- 
out rubbing the paper, the objectionable 
blot will eventually fade from view. An 
other method of removing ink maiks 
from paper is to mix a teagpoonfnl oi 
chloride of lime with water Just suffi- 
cient to cover it 
Apply this with a soft 


cloth, merely patting the spot. As either 
intentional writing or mere blots wll 
yield before this sort of treatment, care 
mast be exercised In Its use. 
Printing 


ink is, however, quite safe from the as- 
saults of either lime or the acid. 


Thumb marks on the pages of books 


may be removed by first rubbing the spots 
with soft bits of stale bread. Whatever 
remains of the marks after that treat- 
ment may need a gentle touching up with 
a bit of cloth dampened in the oxalic 
add and water solution. If by any mis- 
chance a large and obnoxious grease spot 
should fall upon a page or some pages of 
a book, it may be removed. Put a piece 
of blotting paper under the spot and an- 
other piece of blotting paper over it one 
then add the weight of a warm Iron. 
Much of the giense will come out and be 
absorbed by the paper. Heat a very lit- 
tle essential oil of turpentine till it Is very 
hot, then apply it to the still warm ani 
greasy leaf of the book, spreading it on 
both sides with a clean brush. 
More 


clean blotting paper and a warm iron wil 
complete the cure.—New York Sun.
